Official acts le-
galized.

AN ACT to legalize the official acts of Bernard McCabe, assessor 
of the town of Chilton, the official acts of the town board of 
equalization of said town and the tax roll of said town for 
the year 1872. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SEcrioN 1. The official acts of Bernard McCabe, 
assessor of the town of Chilton, in the county of Calu-
met, for the year 1872, and the official acts of the town 
board of equalization for said town for the same year, 
and the tax roll of the town of Chilton, as placed in 
the hands of the town treasurer of said town for the 
same year, and all proceeding of said town treasurer in 
collecting the taxes in said loll are hereby legalized and 
declared valid. 

SzarioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage.

CHAPTER 134. 

May =Imitate 
,dam. 

AN ACT to authorize Frederick A. Dresser to keep and main-
tain a dam or dams across the Chimpanzee and Bean brook, 
In Burnett county. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. Frederick A. Dresser, his heirs and 
assigns, are hereby authorized to keep up and main-
a dam across the Chimpanzee, at the point described as 
follows: on section twenty-eight (28), in township forty-
one (41), range ten (10) west ; and the said Frederick 
A. Dresser, his heirs and assigns are hereby author-
ized to keep up and maintain a dam or dams at the pouts 
described as follows : one on section six (6), township 
thirty-nine (89), range ten (10) west; one on section 
eight (8), township thirty-nine (89), range ten (10) west, 
on the stream known as Bean brook, for the term of 
twenty years.
